very rare bird, a film that is 
both a message and a police 
mystery thriller.-It is also a 
documentary, a slice of the 
doleful history of modern 
Greece, and the 
events 


depicted within it are warning 
omens of the government of 
the colonels. Now the country 
ol Socrates, Aristophanes and 
Plato is repudiating the 
democratic ideal among the 
islands and peninsulas where 
it was born. 


"Z" is based on the death in 


1963 
of Prof 
Gregorios 


Lambrakis, member of the 
University of Athens faculty 
and a Deputy aligned with the 
anti-war 
Union 
of 
the 


Democratic Left Lambrakis 
journeyed to Salonika to speak 
at a ban-the-bomb protest 
meeting. When he left it to 
lace the howling mobs outside 
and the immobile police, he 
was hit by a three-wheeled 
truck. He was carried to a 
hospital where he died in three 
days 
The surgeons stoutly 


maintained that he was killed 
by a blunt instrument, not by 
the truck. Then all hell broke 
loose as the local officials 
tried 
to 
disclaim 
the 


assassination and the govern- 
ment in Athens delivered a 
special prosecutor to hunt for 
the facts 


This incident has been made 


into a wholly engrossing, 
wholly admirable 
film 
by 


Costa-Gavras, a young genius 
of a director. Yves Montana is 
cast as the Deputy, a gaunt, 
courageous man, Irene Papas 
as his wife, a woman of sorrow 
\\ho predicted that "they" 
would get her husband, and 
Jean-Louis Trintignant as the 
outside investigator, a cool 
and intelligent young man who 
gradually comes to realize 
that the local bigshots are out 
to get him too (They do.)
